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dispute resolution which can be tailored to the needs of their case. 

Extensions or enlargements oltiine ^\ill iiol be granted at any time solely upon 
stipuliition !)> the parties. An\ requests for a continuance or other scheduling change must 
include alternative dales that lia\c been agreed to by all parties. Requests that do not 
include an altcniati\c date acceptable to all parlies will be denied. 

Parties arc to communicate witit f Fie Court by motion, opposition, and reply, not by 
letter, liiqiiiries concerning the status of any pending matter shall be directed to the 
Courtroom Deputy Clerl»-, .Ms. l)oroth\ .loucs-l'allerson, (202) 354-3189, or if she is 
unavailable, to the staff person in the Clerk's Oflice designated as her substitute, and not 
to chambers.
